BUILDING TRADES WITHDRAW

Chicago Council Passes Resolutions Re-

The Chicago Building Trades council, rep- 
réseriting about thirty of the affliated trades, 
last evening passed unanimously resolutions 
“withdrawing previously stated opposition to

of the latter by their own union officials. 

The resolutions were prepared by Simon 
O'Donnell, president of the council; Robert 
H. Hanlon, secretary, and Joseph P. Vallila 
of the sprinkler fitters’ union. They were 
mace out before the Socialist paper suspended 
business this week and repudiated that 
organ. The resolutions follow; 

‘Whereas, certain Socialist newspapers 
claiming to represent organized labor have 
been found its greatest enemies, as during 
the recent political campaign they refused 
to support candidates for office who dre 
members of trades unions and indorsed by 
the American Federation of Labor; and 

" Whereas, it was found necessary during 
the campaign to denounce. these Socialist 
pipers as enemies of organized labor, there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, by the Building Trades coun- 
ell, in regular meeting assembled, that as 
thé newspaper strike has been called off and 
the: strikers are returning to work local 
unſons affillated with this organization re- 
sind any action taken against the daily: 
newspapers, thus giving their members the 
right to read any newspaper they may wish.“

Bulgaria to Finance Big Project. 

A dispatch to the Daily, Telegraph from 
Sofia says that if Salonikiis internationalized 
Bulgaria will davote all of its financial energy 
to the establishment of a great town and sea- 
fort at Orfano, southeast of Serres, and the 
building of a railway straight down the Stru- 
ma valley to the sea, placing Sofia in direct 
and easy communication witht the Mediter- 
ranean. 

If this railway ehould be built, ‘the cor- 
respondent adds, Saloniki would lose much of 
its importance. 

A dispatch to the same newspaper from 
Vienna declares that Bulgaria and Turkey 
already have agreed in principle on peace 
and are already for an alliance. Both coun- 
tries, the correspondent adds, are so well 
acquainted with each.other’s intentions that 
they could draft and sign a satisfactory peace 
treaty within forty-eight houre. 


Second Warning for Greece. 

VIENNA, Austria, Dec. 6-—The Austro- 
Hungerian and Italian ministers at Athens 
again protested to the Greek government 
today againet the bombardment of the Al- 
banian town of Aviona and declared that the 
Greek occupation of either Aviona ‘or the 
island of Saseno on the Albanian coast could 
not be considered as permanent. 

Great importance is attached here to the 
joint action of Austria-Hungary and Italy, 
as it is regarded ae illustrating the unity of 
views of the two powers on the Albanian 
question. 

The opinion is expressed that Austria-Hun- 
gary and Italy will maintain at the forthcom- 
ing ambassadorial conference in London that 
neither Aviona, Durazzo, Scutari, nor San 
Giovanni di Medua may be separated from 
Albania.

CHICAGOANS GIVE UPHOPE 


Search for Bodies Continues 
Among Drift on Shore at 
Pentwater, Mich. 


_ Evergreen wreaths end Christmas trees, 


Pentwater, Mich., will be sold in Chicago for. 
the benefit of the widows and families of the 
crew of the Rouse Simmons. : 

The fate of Chicago's Christmas ship has 
deen settled definitely in the eyes of all lake 
sailors. Hundreds of tangled Christmas trees 
and evergreen wreaths were strewn along the 
beach for miles. Driven by the fifty mile 
gale that imperiled scores of ships early in 
the morning, the wreckage was piled on the 
shore within twenty miles of the poift where 
the Rouse Simmons was last sighted. 


Hunt for Bodies. 

Life savers. aided by fishermen, searched 
@mong the drift for the body of some member 
of the vessel's crew. Capt. Berry of the 
fevenue cutter Tuscarora redoubled his ef- 
forts more firmly to establish the fate of the 
ship. Hope was given up by the families of 
members of the crew. Wives of several sail- 
ors visited headquarters of the Lake Sailors’ 
union and gave a description of their hus- 
bands to Secretary T. A. Hanson, so if a body 
was found identity could be established 
without delay. 

Mrs. Herman Schunemann, wife of the cap- 
tain of the Rouse Simmons, will be asked by 
a committee of the union to allow the trees 
rescued from the lake to be sold for the benefit 
of the sailors’ widows. The trees. now being 
piled on the shore at Pentwater by fishermen, 
will be sent to Chicago, if the widow consents, 
and will be sold by the Lake Sailors’ union. | 


Other Boats Have Trouble. 

That any of the crew survived is improb- | 
able, according to t. Garland of the life | 
gaving station. Ships more seaworthy than 
the Rouse Simmons weathered the fierce 
storm with difficulty. Much alarm was feilt 
by the life savers and shipping men for the 
safety of other ships out in the storm. 

The east wind which sprang at night is 
expected to cause bodies from the Rouse 
Simmons and more wreckage to come ashore. 
The hope that some of those on board had 
escaped in the life boat was abandoned fol- 
lowing the flerce gale. Life savers think the 
ship foundered near Sturgeon bay. 

The lifeboat carried by the Rouse Simmons 

would not carry five men in an ordinary 
rough sea, according to experienced sailors. 
In case of heavy wind and high seas they 
thought it not capable of carrying enough 
men to manage it. The wreckage and part 
of the cargo of the lost ship which drifted to 
shore caused the shipping agents who had 
Planned to charter a vessel to go in search of 
the Rouse Simmons to abandon the plan

Mr. Worthington remarked to the witness 
that the claim had been made that these let- 
ters were fictitious and that the real reason 
for withdrawing the contract wasa tip about 
a Washington investigation into Judge Arch- 
bald's conduct.

OME months ago the first volume of 

Mr. George Moore’s triology, “ Hail 

Farewell, appeared. This he 

called Ave.“ The second. SALVE,” 

has just been published by Appleton. 

In Ave the author gave us some delightful 

passages, especially those describing Mrs. 

Yeats and the Gaelic revival, although there 

Was much triviality and a great deal about 

Mr. Moore to which more importance was 

assumed than skould possibly have been im- 
puted. 

In Salve ve @tit have Mr. Moore, the 
master writer, deftly using the English lan- 
guage as an instrument on which to express 
hig thoughts, but what tenuous thoughts they 
are! He returns to Ireland a sort of penitent 
pilgrim, but with some mission to perform. 
Just what it is he does not make clear. Some- 
times it appears as though he were trying to 
gave the revival of the Irish tongue from the 
priests. He has withdrawn from the church 
of his fathers and has atte mpted to ally him- 
self with the Church of Ireland, but there 
again he runs up against Dogma. He enters 
into long discussions of theology with his 
friends. He becomes morbid on the subject.

— 

A writer reviewing one of his books refers 
to him as himself a Catholic,” and at this 
Phrase he becomes maudlin. He writes a 
reply and takes it to a friend for corrections, 
but when these are made he refuses to accept 
them. His state of mind is pitiable. Accord- 
ing to him his friends are all wrong. He can- 
not see that the trouble is in himself. He 
cannot persuade them to believe as he does 
on theology, although it is not clear what 
he himself believes, if he believes anything; 
on the regeneration of the Irish tongue, or 
on anything else. 

During the time while Mr. Moore was ab- 
sent from Ireland a great many‘things were 
happening there and a great many were 
happening to Mr, Moore. “When he came 
back he refused to see that any change had 
taken place. He thus found Himself talking 
wbout one thing while hig friends were talk- 
ing abdut something else They were glad 
to see him, but he and they reached no com- 
mon ground of understanding. Yeats, Lady 
Gregory, “Ag,” Edward Martyn and the 
others were ‘all going about their business 
and hadn't much time to listen to theories 
which they considered things ofthe past. He 
ran about from one to another, waylaid them 
on the street, and saw them in their homes 
and studies. “He tried to show them how 
wrong they were, but they drifted by him like 
persons in. a dream. 

The result of all this is a book of nearly 
400 pages, lightened here and there by de- 
lightful glimpees of .“ teaching his class, 
of Edward Martyn, Kuno Meyer, and other 
laymen and priests, who are laboring in the 
cause of the ancient wisdém. But these do 
not sérve to relieve the reader from ennui 
when he has finished the work and from a 
feeling that a once brilliant man has given to 
the world this evidence of the twilight of his 
fame.

Two Homes, a Comparison. 


“In reference to the high cost of living per- 
haps the following comparison of two homes 
which have come under my notice will prove in- 
teresting as showing why some people, on a 
certain income, are able to pay expenses and lay 
aside something for the future and others, on 
the same amount or even larger, fall behind 
and put all the blame on the present high cost 
of living, not realizing in their tase something 
is due to the cost of high living. 

“A.—Wages $15 a week. Had saved $300 be- 
fore marrying and began married life in.a four 
room cottage with gardenjin the outskirts of 
city, but in good location. Pays $12 a month 
rent and does own cleaning. Spent $200 on 
furniture and put the other $100 in bank. Rent, 
weekly, $3; entire living expenses, $7; sum set 
aside for additional furniture, recreation, etc., 
$2; saves, $3; total, $15. No charge accounts; 
raises all vegetables used during the summer; 
sufficient potatoes and winter vegetables such as 
cabbage, beets, carrots, ae etc., to last 
large part of winter. 

“B.—Wages $15 a week. ' Begaff married life 
with nothing saved; rented flat for $18 a month; 
bought all new furniture on installment plan, 
paying $5 a week; has charge accounts at vari- 
ous stores. Rent, Weekly, $4.50; furniture pay- 
ments, $56; total, $9. 50. No account kept of liv- 
ing expenses. Clothing and food charged. B. 
with his charge accounts and furniture install- 
ments is constantly in debt. The wife is dressed 
in extreme style, imitation willow plumes and 
jewelry. 

“In smaller towns where every one's circum- 
stances are known there may not be so much 
of this, but in the larger cities there is a pitia- 
ble attempt to keep up appearances, compelling 
many people to go ni debt, and any man, as is 
B. in this case, harassed by collectors, getting 
deeper into the hole all the time, is less able 
to do his work well, which often prevents the 
advancement he would otherwise receive.

“Tam but a starter in keeping house, having 
been married but two years, but feel I have 
met the problem which has worried many. 

“My husband’s wages are $14 a week, rent 
is $15 a month, car fare t> business is $2.80 a 
leaving the balince to pay for light, 
fuel. food, and clothing for my husband, two 
small babies, and myself. 

Wo et but little meat—sometimes only once 
a week—but we have plenty of fresh vegetables 
and fruit. I make most of the children's clothes, 
and as I don’t have time to make mine, I buy 


them ready made. I bake my own bread, cakes, 
ete. I never waste anything in the line of food 
or otherwise. I do not buy things because they 
are cheap unless I reaily need them. Neither 
do I run charge accounts, for in that way 
I buy only what I have the money to pay 
for.

A Wonderful Tree. 


The rain tree of Peru can be cultivated with 
very little trouble, for it seems indifferent as to 
the soil in which it grows. The tree increases 
rapidly and resists both extremes of climate. 
It grows very large, is rich in leaves, and is 
called by the Indians tamaicaspi. 

This wonderful ere has the power of collect- 
ing the dampness of the atmosphere and con- 
densing it into a continuous and copious supply 
of rain. 

In the first season when the rivers are low 
and the heat great, the tree’s power of condens- 
ing seems at the highest and water falls in 
abundance from the leaves and oozes from the 
trunk. The water spreads around in veritable 
rivers, part of which filters into the soil and 
fertilizes it. These rivers are canalized sO as 
to regulate the course of the water. 

It is estimated that one of the Peruvian rain 
trees will, on the average, yield nine galions of 
water per day. In a field of an area of one 
kilometer square—that is, 3,250 feet each way— 
can be grown 10,000 trees. This plantation will 
produce daily 385,000 liters of water. If we 
allow for evaporation and infiltration, we have 


135,000 Hters, or 29,531 gallons, of rain for dis-

TO DISH MUTTON—Lift it with a fork and 
spoon, lay on the center of an ashet (plate or 
platter), and pour the sauce over the mutton.
